Successes  in¬ 
cluded  the  Cantala  Stakes  and 
Linlithgow  Stakes  (twice). 

Matrice’s  oldest  progeny  are  now 
three  years.  He  has  sired  many 
winners,  mainly  in  South  Australia. 
Pago  Pago  has  brought  his  name 
into  prominence.  The  colt  has 
proved  a  bargain  of  the  sale  ring. 
He  is  from  Pompilia  by  Abbot’s 
Fell  (imp.)  from  Pagan  Queen  by 
Talking  from  Certes  by  Silverado 
(imp.)  from  Bravery  by  St.  Alwyne 
(imp.)  Pompilia  will  be  remembered 
for  her  wins  on  Sydney  courses  in¬ 
cluding  Randwick.  Apple  Bay 
(Doomben  Ten  Thousand),  and 
Apple  Jack  (Maribyrnong  Plate), 
figure  in  the  pedigree  which  indi¬ 
cates  a  mixture  of  sprinting  and 
staying  blood.  It  will  be  interesting 
to  see  how  Pago  Pago  develops  as 
a  3-year-old.
